Discussed (he Great Issues of 


the Day in a Delightful, 


Pleasing Manner 


.Tames E. W atson, Congressm an from 
the S ixth 
district, “ W hip” of the 
N ational House of 
R epresentativ es, 
m em ber of the Ways and M eans com ­ 
m ittee, 
w arm , 
personal 
friend 
of 
Speaker “ U ncle Joe ” C annon, in close 
relation and hav ing the confidence of 
the P resident of these U nited States, 
and 
last but not least onr 
fellow 
tow nsm an, spoke to an enthusiastic 
crow d th a t tested the capacity of the 
city ojiera house, last night. 
D espite the strenuous exertions of 
the past few weeks, w hen he cov ered 
a distance 
of 15,000 
m iles on the 
“ Cannon S pecial,” Mr. W atson was 
in fine v oice, and displayed little ev i­ 
dence of the strain of th a t w h irlw ind 
tou r of the country. 
He was fil.led 
w ith his ch aracteristic fire and elo­ 
q uence and had his large audience w ith 
him , spell bound from the start. * Col. 
E. H. W olfe'presided a t [the m eeting 
am i introduced W atson. 
Mr. W atson arose am idst a round of 
cheering, and began his 
speech by 
saying th a t he did not w ish to’dlscuss 
personalities or petty issues, but w ish­ 
ed to speax of the broader issues of 
principles and policies. 
He declared 
th a t H earstism was a type of S ocial­ 
ism, th a t w ould array ciass against 
class. 
In noting the general prosper­ 
ity of the country[he asked: “D id it 
ju st happen?” 
He said the R epubli­ 
can party stood for four things, and 
had settled four great q uestions, th at 
m ade this th s m ightiest of nations, 
i. e. : The q uestion of 
nationality, 
em ancipation, 'sound money 
and a 
protectiv e tariff. 
The 
slav es 
were 
freed in the South, he declared, th at 
labor m ight be freed, and th is was the 
first m aster stroke for the cause of the 
w orkingm en in th is country, for la ­ 
bor in the N orthland could nev er com ­ 
pete w ith the 
cheapest 
labor—the 
slav e labor of the South. 
Mr. W atson’s speech was a m asterful 
discussion of the traiff q uestion, and 
he incidentally touched on nearly all 
the leading political q uestions of the 
day. 
B nt he said 
he 
w anted his 
neighbors to know w here lie stood on 
the tariff q uestion and w ith the elo­ 
q uence of a D em osthenes, he praised 
the present system and prov ed con­ 
clusiv ely th a t together w ith one or 
tw o other R epublican issues it was 
responsible for the present prosjierous 
condition in th is country, the fru its of 
a substantial R epublican adm inistra 
tion, a fitting contrast to the reign of a 
D em ocratic rule of soup houses ami 
Ooxey arm ies. 
He s a id: “ You c a n’t 
gather figs from a th istle bush, nor 
prosperity from D em ocratic adm inis­ 
tra tion .” 
” 1 am 
a sta n dpa tte r,” said Mrs. 
W atson, “ if th a t m eans th a t I am 
against rev ising the tariff a t the next 
session of Congress. 
B*t i am not 
h air brained enough to say th a t I am 
against the D ingley tariff rates for all 
tim e to come, for on th a t q uestion I j 
stand by the Indiana platform w hich 
says th at the tariff is nev er to be re ­ 
v ised only w hen it w ill do m ore good \ 
than harm . 
And I know th at t h a t ! 
platform is a lrig h t because I w rote it 
m yself.” 
T his last rem ark prov oked laughter 
as did 
the scoring he gav e B ryan 
w hich was 
clev er a “ roasting ” as 
ev er giv en m ortal m an. and ■carrying 
w ith it n oth in g 'to offend the adm irers 
of the “ q ueeriess. ’’ 
4 * The country got along v ery w ell 
w ithout Mr. B ryan w hen he was tou r­ 
ing the globe.” said Mr. W atson, “ bnt 
the first th ing 
th at 
the 
eloq uent 
m anufacturer 
of pretty w ords and 
phrases did after he had come back 
from abroad, w here he had salaam ed 
to the S altan of Siam , had ripped w ith 
E uripides and paw ed around w ith all 
the aristocracy of the old world, was 
to begin again telling 11s w hat w a s the 
m atter w ith us. 
“ B rv au says th a t 
Roosev elt 
has 
done fa irly well, but has been h andi­ 


capped by being a R epublican, and a l­ 
so th a t in w hat he has done he has 
stolen B ryan’s [thunder. 
D id 
you 
ev erhear of tlm nder tearing dow n a 
m assiv e oak 
or sh attering 
a great 
building? 
It is the lig h tning th a t 
does the work. 
Roosev elt is the lig h t­ 
ning th at has shiv ered the great trusts. 
He is the lig h tning th a t has struck 
down the railroads and has forced 
them to deal fairly and f jostlv w itli 
all 
classes. 
B nt 
w hat 
is B ryan? 
Why B ryan is the big noise th a t a l­ 
ways follow s in the. w ake of lig h t­ 
ning. 
He is the noisy thornier th a t 
is alw ays heard but w hich accom plish­ 
es nothing. 
In referring to his 0]K>nent he said 
he believ ed him to be a m an ¿that- was 
O. K. in ev ery respect, only he knew 
little about the great political q ues­ 
tions, for lie had no occasion to be 
conv ersant w ith them . 
H av ing been 
aw ay from his ow n distric t daring 
the present cam paign, 
Watson 
had 
little tim e to hear or learn w. a t his 
opponent for congress was preaching 
to the people, and his desire prom pted 
him to hav e a stenographer at the 
K nhn m eeting here Saturday night, 
who w rote Dr. K u h n’s speech for Mr. 
Watson. 
In referring to it, W atson s a id: ‘ My 
friend came dow n here and began by 
telling you th a t under the present tariff 
conditions, we sell 
cheaper abroad 
than we do a t home. 
B nt did he tell 
yon how m uch we sold cheaper abroad 
— the per cent, of goods th a t th is howl 
is being raised against, and did he 
tell you w hy we were doing it? 
No, 
he dare not for then the story w ould 
lose its force. 
W ell. I w ill tell yon. 
Ju st one-th irtieth of one per cent, of 
the articles we m anufacture—jnst one- 
th irtie th of one per c e n t,” he re ite ra ­ 
ted. “ for ninety-sev en per cent, of our 
m anufactured articles are consum ed at 
home, three" per ’cent sold abroad, and 
the m ajority, as v on see, of those a r ­ 
ticles, bring the [reg u lar prices, and 
in m ost cases, higher prices. 
B ut still 
the D em ocrats are hav ing a n ig h t­ 
m are ov er it. 
And there are m any 
reasons why some articles are sold 
cheaper abroad. 
In th e'first 
place, if 
raw m aterial, on w hich there 
is a 
high tariff, is used in the m anufacture 
of articles here, th a t tariff is re m it­ 
ted by U ncle Sam , if v on w ant to ship 
the m anufactured article out of the 
country, for then we can enter foreign 
m arkets and m eet fa ir com petition, at 
the same tim e giv e em ploym ent to 
A m ercian labor. 
T his class of goods 
can be sold cheaper 
abroad. 
Then 
there is another reason. 
The goods 
are generally sold in -urge q u antities 
and they get the cash in the foreign 
countries, w hile here, they are sold in 
sm aaller q uanities and sold on long 
tim e. 
Then again there 
are 
some 
things th at m ust be sold cheaper to 
com pete, to get the trade ; w hy all onr 
m erchants do this. 
H av en’t v on seen 
the great clearance sales, w hen store 
keepers w ish to conv ert th eir stock in ­ 
to money, ev en if it m ust be done on 
a discount ' 
“ O h! he declared, * we hav e inv esti­ 
gated the w hole thing, and we know 
about i t .” 
He then gav e as practical an illu s­ 
tration as ev er m ade on any great 
q uestion, being a tru e jw a lle l con­ 
dition, one we are all fam iliar w ith, 
and it certainly h it the b u ll’s eye. 
He said : Now liite n * H ere is a sim ilar 
condition, 
Suppose your good w ife 
w ants to go to Indiana)>olis shopping 
—b u t let me say here th at this is 
w rong, for ev ery wom an, and ev ery 
person for th at m atter, should buy 
th eir goods at home—but let us sup­ 
pose th at your w ife w ants to go to 
the city to shop (and you c ou ldn't 
keep her at home if she w anted to go) 
and she, in com pany w ith a friend 
who liv es in the city, goes out to buy, 
say, a cloak. 
B oth purchase a cloak 
identically alike in 
ev ery 
respect, 
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paying $25 for sam e, and as they sta rt 
to go out, the R nshv ille lady goes up 
to the cashier and says, “ I liv e in 
R nshv ille, I w ant f t . 30 refunded—my 
car fare to and from th a t city, and 
the cashier forth w ith forks ov er the 
money, bnt the Indianapolis lady can­ 
not get a penny rebate. 
T hat is sel­ 
ling cheaper abroad than at home, 
isn’t it? 
And they do it to get for­ 
eign business, its an incentiv e for for- 
eignern to come to the m arket thev 
offer. ’* 
W atson declared th a t the D em ocratic 
party was the m ost skilled obstruction­ 
ist party th a t God ev er allow ed to 
exist. 
He spoke briefly of the work of the 
last Congress, a work, it m ust be said, 
he was responsible 
for in a large 
meitsure. as ranch as any other one 
m an in Congress, for being a m em ber 
of the Ways and M eans com m ittee, by 
fa r the most im portant one in both 
houses, and as “ W hip” of the low er 
house.The deserv es no end of credit for 
the serv icj rendered his country in 
the passage of th e railroad rate bill 
the E lkins bill, the m eat inspection 
b ill,th e pure food bill, the change in 
the interstate commerce law and m any 
other im portant m easures th a t w ere 
before the fifty-ninth congress. 
He paid a high trib u te to P resident 
Roosev elt, whom he lie declared was 
responsible , for the 
greatest reform 
wav e th a t ev er sw ept ov er anv coun­ 
try. ami whose theory of gov ernm ent 
—the true 
R epublican theory— was 
to preserv e the good and k ill off the 
ev il— to regulate v ast riches, fortune« 
and 
interests, not control. 
N ot to 
cast a beautiful rose bush aw ay on a c ­ 
count of the prickly thorns, but to cut 
off the thorns, and not to burn the 
barn because it was 
infested w ith 
rats, but to rout the rats and sav e the 
barn for another harv est. 
It is not a burst of “ ov er e nth u si­ 
asm ” to say th a t W atson’s speech last 
night, was from ev erv standpoint the 
most ecgical, the 
most conv incing 
and beet deliv ered speech ev er heard in 
th is city. 
And 
it is little wonder 
th a t he is a ttra c tin g attention all ov er 
the country, rising from obscurity in 
the past years to one of the forem ost 
statesm en in the halls of Congress, 
and eulogized today by the Vice P resi­ 
dent of the U nited States who de­ 
clared he was one ot the greatest men 
in the country, who was listened to at 
W ashington w ith wisdom and profit.

MORE BODIES FOUND 


Thoroughfare” Death List Has Now 


Grown to Fifty-Eight. 


A tlantic City. N. J.. Oct. 31.— The 
contention of Coroner Gaskill tha t a 
num ber of persons who lost their lives 
j in the electric train wreck on the 
“T horoughfare” bridge Sunday m ay be 
burled in the m ud w here the cars 
plunged, w as borne out last evening 
when the bodies of three women w ere 
recovered from under the third car. 
T his car hung from the a butm en t in 
the cen ter of the bridge with its noae 
in the mud, and when the workm en 
w ere trying to lift it from the w ater 
the bodies worked loose. 
All w ere 
cut and battered. 
T he 
finding 
of 
these 
bodies

creases the official identified dead to 
flftv-one and the total num ber of bod­ 
ies recovered to fifty-four. 
T here are 
still know-n to be am ong the dead the 
bodies of fottr o the r victims, which 
m akes the certain num ber of dead in 
the w reck total fifty-eight. 
T here still 
rem ains at various m ortuaries three 
unclaim ed bodies. 


An Interesting Discovery.

The device at the head of the Democratic ticket is a rooster.

The Democratic ticket is in the first column, the Republican ticket Is in 
tha second column, and so on.

W hen you go to your voting place you will be handed three ballots: 
The State ballot—On red paper, containing the can didates to be voted on 
for State offices, except for Sen ator and Representative. 
The county ballot—Prin ted on white paper. 
The township ballot—Prin ted on yellow' paper, containing the township 
candidates. 
If you wan t to vote a straight Republican ticket, make a cross within the 
circle containing the eagle at the head of the first column of the ballot. 
INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTERS: 
First. 
Yon must get your ballot and the blue pencil from the Polling 
Clerks in the election room. 
Second. 
If you desire to vote a straight Republican ticket, then make a 
cross, thus, X, within the large circle containing the eagle. 
If you do not 
desire to vote a straight ticket, you m ust n ot make a cross in the large circle 
containing the eagle, but must make a cross, thus, X, on the small square 
to the left of the name of each can didate for whom you desire to vote, on what­ 
ever list of can didates it may be. If the large circle at the head of the ticket 
is marked w ith a cross or otherwi.se and the ballot is marked with a cross or 
otherwise at any other place, it will be void and cannot be counted, unless 
there be no can didate for some office in the list printed under such marked 
device, in which case you may indicate your choice for such office by making 
a cross, thus, X, on the square to the left of the name of any can didate for 
such office on any other list. The cross must be placed within or on the circle 
or square, or the ballot will be void and can not be counted.

Third. 
Do not mutilate your ballots, nor mark them, either by scratchin g 
off a n ame or writing one upon them, nor in any other way put a mark upon 
them, except by placing one in the circle or on the squares, as above de­ 
scribed. 
Otherwise the ballot will n ot be counted. 
You must n ot put any 
mark of any kind upon your ballot except in the m an n er above described. 
Fourth. 
After you have marked your ballots, and before you leave the 
election booth, fold them up separately so that the face of each one can not 
be seen, and so the initial letters of the names of the Polling Clerks on the 
back thereof can be seen. 
Then hand your ballots to the Inspector, the pen­ 
cil to the Polling Clerks, and immediately leave the election room. 
Fifth. 
If you are physically unable to mark your ballots, or can not read 
English, so inform the Polling Clerks, and make an affidavit to that effect. 
They will then go w ith you into the election booth, and you can then tell them 
how you desire to vote, and they will m ark your ballot for you. 
Neither you 
nor the Polling Clerks must permit any other person to hear or see how your 
ballot is marked. 
It is a penal offense to declare you can not read’ English 
or can not m ark your ballot, If, in fact, you can. 
lln no case can the ballots be marked by the Polling Clerks if the voter 
can read the English language and is physically able to m ark his ballot.

Sixth. 
If you should accidentally, or by mistake, deface, mutilate or spoil 
one of our ballots, return it to the Poll Clerks and get an other one of the same 
kind.

(Approved March t*. 19 05. 
Acts 19 05, p 481.) 
Penalty fo r Buy ing Vo tes. 
1. That whoever, directly or indirectly, hires, buys or offers to hire or buy. 
or furnish any money or other means to he used, or directs or permits his 
money or other means to he used, or handles any money or other means, know­ 
ing the same to be used to induce, hire or buy any person to vote or refrain 
from voting any ticket or for any can didate for any office, to be voted for at 
any election held in this State: or whoever attem pts to induce any person to 
vote or to refrain from voting for any can didate for any office to be voted for 
at any election held pursuant to law or at any primary held in this State, by 
offering such person any reward or favor, shall bo-fined in any sum not more 
than fifty dollars and disfranchised and rendered incapable of holding any 
office of trust or profit for a period of ten years from the date of such convic­ 
tion. 
Penalty fo r Selling o r Offering to Sell Vo tes. 
2. 
Whoever sells, barters, or offers to sell or barter his vote or offers to 
refrain from voting for any can didate for any office to be voted for at any elec­ 
tion held in this State, either for any money or property or thing of value or 
for any promise or favor or hope of reward, given or offered by any can didate 
to be voted for at any election held in this state of by any other person or 
persons, shall be fined in any sum not more than fifty dollars and disfranchised 
and ren dered incapable of holding any office of 4rust or profit for a period of 
ten years from the date of such conviction. 
W itn esses. 
3. Any person called as a witness to testify again st an other for the viola­ 
tion of any of the provisions of sections one or two of this act. is a competent 
witn ess to prove the offense, although he may have been concerned as a party, 
apd he shall be compelled to testify as other witnesses, but such evidence shall 
not. he used against him in any prosecution for such or any other offense grow­ 
ing out of m atters about which he testifies, and he shall not be liable to trial 
bv indictment or information or punished for such offense.

are 10.000 young women in Chicago 
whT> are obliged to work at $5 a week 
and there are 5,000 saloons there, too,” 
said Mrs. Lurinda B. Smith of Kan 
sas, at the aftern oon session of the 
national convention of the Women's 
Christian Tem peran ce Union, in pre­ 
sen tin g to the convention the difficul­ 
ties with which the refuge work of 
the organization has to contend. 
Mrs. 
Smith made a spirited appeal for the 
efforts of all the delegates from all 
parts of the country to put 
a stop to 
white slave trade. 
Tho speaker cited 
in stan ces of young women held in cap­ 
tivity and sold at auction in New 
York, and asked why if was that forty 
years after the civil war had been 
fought for the liberation of the black 
slaves, that slavery of young women 
should be tolerated in this country. 
She said that one of the most hopeful 
signs of the times was when the sev­ 
enteen n ations recen tly banded to­ 
gether for the suppression of this 
awful vice.
